♦•ral Wallace B. bouglas of Mltinesota 
ftl«,d In the United States luprem 
court, the bill of complaint in the case 
ot the state of Minnesota against the 
Northern Becurlties company. It is a 
document of about 10,000 words, cov- 
ering 32 pages of printed matter. 

The bin first poini.s out the direct 
interest the state has in the proposed 
consolidation. The state still owns 
■ore than 8,000,000 acres of public 
land valued at more than 915,000,000 
and frBversed in part hy the iinen of 
the Great Northern and Nurlhcru Pa 
rifle railroads. If the merger is af- 
fected these roads will c&utc to build 
spars Into thes« lands or compote for 
their business. -The value of the lands 
will not increase as It has under com- 
petition and the state will lose in tux- 
abbe value of its property. The lands 
will not be opened for years and d 
velopment will be arrested. 

It is next set up that the stete ex 
prnds more than $700,000 annually in 
the operation and maintenance of ita 
educational, charitable and other pub- 
lic institutions; that this is mostly 
mined by d1r«it taxation; that the 
amount which can be raised and the 
successful maintenance of these insti- 
tutions for the benefit of its citizens 
depnd largely upon value of the real 
and personal property within the state 
. which In turn depends largely upon 
free railroad competition. It has been 
the settled policy of the state to en 
courage railroad huildlng by grant of 
lands and in this way over 10.500.000 
acres have been granted, nearly all of 
wUch ban been granted to the Great 
Northern and Northern Pacific and 
~ their subsidiaries. The complaint al 
leges that the rates on the immense 
shipments ot wheat and other mer 
chandtse over the lines of the two com- 
panies have been lower than they will 
1M under arrangement that eontem 
l^tes unity of control. 

Conditions of the Charters. 
The bill then recites the charteis 
and incorporations under which the 
Great Northern operates over 500 

miles of road and cites the clause in 
Its charter providing that its affairs 
AM to be conducted by a board of di- 
mtort which Is to do all things neces- 
Mrjr "and not inconsistent with the 
censtltutlon and laws of fhf United 
Btates, or the laws of this territory, or 
this act." It is further alleged that 
James J. Hill holds a controlling in- 
terest in the 1125.000,000 of capiUl 
stock. The hlstorjr and charter* of 
4he Northern Pacific are similarly 
Wated, special attention being paid to 
the roads acquired and built within 
the state. By filing its articles of In- 
oorporatlon in Wisconsin with the 
Minnesota authorities the Northern 
Rndflc became subject to all the Taws 
regulations and provisions of Minne- 
sota. The facts as to tlie iiresent per- 
sonal directory, the insolvt.ncy of the 
old company and its reorganization in 
IMS. the purchase of the St. Paul and 
Daluth in 1899 are recited at length. 
It is set up that the lines of these two 
systems are not only competitive be- 
tween points within Minnesota, bat 
that they they furnish the only com- 
petitive lines between Minnepota and 
Paget Sound and have so furnished 
for 11 years. They are also, with one 
exception, the only llnea traversing 
northern Mlnneeota. A paragraph is 
devoted to the Burlington and the 
facta as to the term* on whieh its con- 
trol was obtained by the two systems 
Jointly, Charles E. Perltlns, Its former 
president and director being a director 
in the Northern Securities company. 
The certificate of incorporation at the 
latter filed in New Jeriejr Nor. 19. 
1901. la auoted In fttU. 

Nortttem Securities Company. 
Talcing up the Northern Securities 
company It is set forth that it was or- 
ganized by J. J. HIU, W. K Clough, J. 
Pierpont Morgan and "other aaaoci- 
alM to the oratiz unknown." who at 
tha tine were enndnually in confer- 
ence over means by which the laws of 
Minnesota might t>e 8U(;cesBfulIy evad- 
ed, or avoided and that .'I was so or- 
ganised noleir for tha purpoaa ot ef- 
fecting a consolidation of the Great 
Northern and Northern Paclflc. The 
owAers of a large majority of the 
•took ot the two systems had agreed 
beforehaad to traasfer to the now • 
oempanjr 75 per cent of the stock of 
the systems on terms which are sat 
forth in full and to retire the preferred 
Stock of the Northern Pacific. In 
jfartbcranca of the plan to evade the

The Merger Attacked. 

For these unlawful purposes the 
company is about to receive, un- 
less enjoined therefrom, all the capi- 
tal stock of the Great Northern and 
Pacific. This, it is Claimed, is part of 
a plan ot Hill. Morgan and their asso- 
ciates, whereby the two systems are 
to be consolidated and placed under 
the direction of one man or board of 
directors, through the defendant com- 
pany and t.ius bring about and per- 
petuate a monopoly in railway traflle In 
Minnesota atid a complete consolida- 
tion of the two systems. One man or 
board will thus, it is alleged, be en- 
abled to fix all rates on lines ot the 
state, determine what trains ihall run. 

remove all competition, and prevent 
the butlding of lines into new country 
or into competitive territory. This 
agreement and the consummation 
thereof is claimed to be "in restraint 
of trade against public policy and 
void." Under Its terms t«ie directory 
of the Nortliern Secmities coinpany 
may change Its' own rules or may dele- 
gate all its authority to an executive 
committee. It is pointed out that 
HIII the president. W. P. Clough the 
vice president, and E T Nichols the 
treasurer and secretary of the com- 
pany were all at the oate of Its organ- 
ization ofllcers of the Great Northern 
and that a majority of its directors 
were also directors of th( .N'orthern 
Paclflc. It has been the settled policy 
of the statc' to prohibit ( nsoUdation 
of parallel or competing lines and the 
law of 1874 in which sucn prohibition 
Is made is quoted in full, as well as 
the amplifying act of 1881. and the 
anti-trust law of 189!t ptohlbiting any 
combination In restraint of trade. It 
is set up that the Northern Securities 
company is a railroad corporation 
within the meaning of the Minnesota 
laws and that its design to evade, es- 
cape and violate these laws in such a 
way aa to c ause the state "Irr-^paiahle 
Injury." It is not the owntr of any 
other property or stock cr scniiritleii 
and is engaged in no other business 
save that of management and control 
of tb? Great Northern and NortLeru 
Pacific. 

Already. :t is alleged, J. J. Hi. I. as 
president of th<> Northern Seouritirs 
company has dictated, changed and 
controlled the policy of the two ;un 
stitoent roads, and during Uec^'mbei 
1901. it is alleged, the general mnnag 
ing officers of the Ur>«t Northern, act 
ing under Us directton. took eliarge 
of and are now engaged In managing 
a large portion of the business of the 
Northern Pacific. It is alleged that it 
Is the settled policy of New Jersey to 
allow the consolidation of only such 
railroads as are. or can be connected 
to form continuous lines and not to 
permit the consolldatimi of parallel or 
competing lines. 

Grounds Set Up For Injunction. 
The oratiz. claiming to have no oth 
er adequate remedy c r relief, except 
aa prayed for in equity, a.^Ks that the 
defendant be required to show cause 
why it Khuiiid not bo perpetnalljr en 
Joined and restrained:

Washington, Jan. 7.— There was a 
fairly large attendance in the galleries 
of the house in anticipation, of the 

opening of the debate upon the Nicar- 
agxian canal bill which had been made 
a spedal order for Tuesday. By the 
terms ot the order the bill will con- 
tinne before the house till disposed of. 

Without preliminary business the 
house went Into committee of the 
whole, Mr. Grosvenor of Ohio in the 
chair, for the consideration of the bill, 
and Mr. Hepburn (Iowa), the chairman 
of the committee on interstate and for- 
eign commerce which reported the bill, 
took the floor to open the debate. 

Representative Cooper (Wis.), chair- 
man of the house committee on insular 
affairs, introduced a bill giving a com- 
plete form of insular government for 
the Philippines, to begin Janii. 1. 19(i4. 
with a government appointed by the 
president, a hfiislature of two houses, 
and with two Philippine commission- 
ers to represent the Philippine people 
at Washington. In other respects the 
Cooper bill follows that of Senator 
Lodge, but in the Important features 
of establishing aiivU government after 
Jan. 1, 1904. Mr. Cooper's measure en- 
larges on the bill drawn at the war 
department A6 Introduced in the sen- 
ate by Mr. I.,odge. In franiinR a form 
of civil government tor the I'hilippiiieH 
Mr. Cooper followB the rec oniiiH iKln- 
tions of the Philippine commisa'on. 
and continues the authority ot the 
commiasion until Jan. 1. 1904. The up- 
per branch of the legislature is railed 
the council, and is to < onsisi of five 
native Filipinos appointed liy tlie pius- 
ident. The lower house \h railed ttie 
bouse of delegates, and consists of 30 
members, elected every two years by 
vote ot the Philippine people. The 
qtiallflrations of the voters are that 
they shall be o\er I'l yearn old. shall 
be able to read and write Spanish or 
E^nglish. shall possess taxable property 
and shall have resided for one year la 
the islands. 

In the Senate. 

In the course of his invocation in the 
senate the chaplain referred to "that 
body ot able and accomplished men 
who tend fbrth reports of the proceed- 
ings."
